In response to Applicant's argument, the Patent 
Office maintain the rejection because Herz discloses a target object which is recive an email. Therefore, Examiner interpreted a target 
object as a reciepient as shown in in col.6, lines 12-13 is defined (the target object can include, but are not limited to: e.g., email to 
receive, or another person to correspond with) having a function as recipient.
